, A flurry of news releases 
from this and other anonymous 
^oups have recently descended 
on the media, accusing the NFB 
of cutting its services and ac- 
cessibility to the public. These 
releases also hint at the possible 
layoffs the closures may cause. 

The public relations depart- 
ment of the NFB is angry at 
these groups' allegations. 

"I'm surprised by this cam- 
paign," said NFB Director of 
Communications Mireille Ker- 
moian. "I've got to fmd out 
Iwho's J}ehhid it; it's nonsense 
jwhat they are doing. 

"It's not true; we're not clos- 
ing 18 libraries,?' Kermoian 
said. "All we're doing is chang- 
ing the status of some of the of- 
fices — the structure will be dif- 
ferent." 
Twelve audio-visual' 
entres will be established 



the next five years, six of which 
will house production, 
marketing and distribution 
facilities; the remaimng six will 
serve as distribution centres on- 
ly. Section Five of the Plan 
states. 

Sections 9.1 and 9.2 of the 
NFB FiyeJJfearj:Plan^tradict 
the Diréctoîr^f ^'Cânmunicà- 
tions. 

Section 9.1 says that "those 
regional offîces where centres 
are not to be established will 
gradually be closed" and Sec- 
tion 9.2 states that "the English 
Program Branch will undertake 
negotiations with public histitii- 
tions to redistribute the fihns of 
the 18 NFB libraries to be clos- 
ed." 

The NFB has five years to 
find what Kermoian calls "part- 
ners" to take over the opera- 
tions of the closing libraries. 
The NFB, she says, "is looking 
lublic libraries and city halls 



as possible partners. 

"Partnership means the pre- 
sent NFB film libraries will be 
administered by other cultural 
organizations," she says. 
"We'll have the same number 
of films, or more, in our collec- 
tion — it will just be in a dif- 
ferent envhonment." 

However, the Five Year Plan 
specifically states that the film 
collections will be reduced in the 
12 AV centres. And, the ten 
NFB libraries which remain 
open, warns the Committee to 
Save NFB Libraries, "will have 
marked reductions in the films 
and videos^a^lable. 

"The film user will have to 
pay for catalogues and a rental 
fee for each film hi the near 
future." . 

At present, the NFB 
distributes almost half a million 
films, free of charge, hi 29 
libraries across Canada. 
"This," says the Committee,

Verrall says the NFB wiim 
offering early retirement 
schemes and relocation pro- 
gramfnes aimed at cuUing down 
the number of their employees. 
"Workers at libraries that are 
closing will be offered jobs in 
other parts of the country, but 
not everyone can relocate, 
continued on page 7 



Student g roups argue about educatlog 

RAEU blames profs 

Whether they're boring, uninspired or incoherent, 
every student has had professors who don't teach well. 
While Québec's two largest student groups agree 
something has to be done, they don't agree on how or 
why.

One group wants to get rid of 
life-tenure all together, because 
they say it takes away incentive 
and makes professors lazy. 

The other^tprott|!fthinks bad 
working conditions are forcing 
professors to carry too heavy a 
load., ..Professors have to 
balance, research and fulfilling 
quotas of published articles 
with an impossible teacher- 
student ratio. 

The root of the problem is 
not poor teachmg ability but 
university and CEGEP under- 
funding. 

In a press release issued last 
week, the Regroupement des 
Associations Etudiantes Univer- 
sitaires (RAEU) said life-tenure 
for professors should be 



student evaluations, should be 
set up in their place. 

"The inexistence of measures 
to control the quality of 
teaching and research has left 
Québec universities in a crisis of 
legitimacy which cannot be 
solved by simply throwing more 
money at them," said Charles 
Gallant, internal secretary of 
RAEU. 

"You don't have to be in 
university for very long to see 
that many professors have no 
idea how to teach," said Michel 
LeComte of RAEU. 

The five year contract system 
is also a money-saving scheme 
and a way to solve university 
underfunding.

Peace march 
in Central America 
draws to a close 

After a six week journey through some of the most 
politically explosive regions in Central America, the 
International March for Peace drew to a close January 
22 in Mexico City. 

The event, which drew a crowd of 30,000, was 
followed by a protest in Washington D.C., where 25 
marchers demonstrated in front of the Vietnam War 
Memorial.

Torill Eide, one of the 
organizers, cited the marchers' 
three main objectives: 

• "To protest the intervention 
of the Reagan administration 
(in Central America);" 

• "To draw attention to the 
situation... showing solidarity 
with struggling people;" and 
finally, 

• "To gather as much informa- 
tion as possible." 

Three hundred marchers 
from 20 different countries par- 
ticipated, as well as local peo- 
ple, who^ came out to support 
them. Eide estimated that, in 
Mexico city, as many as 50.000 
: joined the march. 
: In a press conference held 
Monday in Montréal, Eide said 
that in the organizational stages 



of the march, "experts in many 
countries told us that many of 
the marchers would be shot. 
They told us that Central 
Americans wouldn't understand 
why the marchers were there; 
the newspapers would ignore 
them, and the governments 
would refuse them." 

According to Eide, however, 
this was not the case. "In all 
seven countries we visited, the 
march was a hot political issue. 

"The worst thing that can 
happen to peace activists is to be 
forgotten, and this was not 
forgotten," she added. 

Eide told the Daily that 
although the Salvadorean and 
Guatemalan media were 
reasonably objective, many 
other nations tried, through the 
media, to use the march to fur- 




ther their goals. 

"In Panama and Costa Rica, 
the press is very conservative. 
(We received) horrible press, 
lies and propaganda against the 
march." 

The Costa Rican coverage 
was particularly bad. "A full 
page advertisement (was 
published) about us being a 
communist march. They lied

Friday, Canadair, which is 
located in Ville Saint Laurent, 
announced the upcoming pro- 
duction of a spy missile for sale 
to France, West Germany, and 
the Canadian Armed Forces.

While each corporation pro- 
mised thousands of jobs would 
be created by the projects, 
Oerliken warned it will only go 
ahead if the federal government 
accepts a $600 million Air Anti- 
Tank Defence System project 
that the company is involved 
with. 

Oerlikon's proposal was 
distributed by two protestors, 
one of whom sported a Ronald 
Reagan mask splattered with 
ketchup. She carried a sign say- 
ing, "My Canada: US colony 
for the arms industry. The peo- 
ple say: jobs for justice and 
peace." 

The other protestor shouted: 
"But Mr, Mulroney, we don't 
need any more arms. We 
already have 60 per cent of 
Canada's arms industry in 
Montréal." 

The proteistors were peaceful- 
ly escorted outside, where they 
joined fifteen other impromptu 
protestors. " ■ • '. . 



and said our slogans were 
Marxist-Leninist, like ' Pro- 
letarians unite. Viva Cuba,' 
etc." 

The resistance to the march in 
Costa Rica was most apparent 
December IS when the peace 
camp was attacked by stone- 
throwing members of the ultra- 
right Costa Rica Libre. It took 
police an hour to arrive at the 
scene. Eide explained the delay, 
saying "the minister of security 
refused to respond." 

Although the Nicaraguan 
press was favorable, one article 
was censored from the CIA- 
backed La Prensa. Eide got a 
chance to read a copy of the 
story, and said she was happy it 
was censored, as it "was an im- 
itation of what was in Costa 
Rica." 

Despite the many political 
forces applying pressure on the 
marchers, Eide thinks they 
managed to maintain their non- 
partisan status. "Even the San- 
dinistas misused us... but the 
government respected our wish 
to be independent." 

Eide said that lower party 
members were "eager to use us. 
They put up party signs instead 
of our banners. We objected, 
and the government 
understood." 

Asked about the long-term 
impact of the march, Eide said 
"a new precedent has been set 
to defend human rights. 

"The march is just the begin- 
ning," she says. "The peace 
march process will go on for 
years. Links have been made 
between marchers and Central 
American organizations for co- 
operation in the future." 

Already, two offices have 
been established to further the 
goals of the march. Located in 
Panama City and Oslo, they 
will organize spin-off projects, 
as well as establish new ones. 

Asked what her plans were 
now that the march was over, 
; Eide replied, "I want to make a 
peace march -in Afghanistan.'.' . > 



ICC 
lurks on 
Sherbrooke

Five hundred and fifty Sher- 
brooke St. West is an innocuous 
looking building. Who would 
know that the fourth Hoor of 
the building is crammed with 
enough state of the art elec- 
tronic equipment to keep James 
Bond happy well into the next 
century? 

The basic services provided 
by McGill's Instructional Com- 
munications Centre (ICQ are 
the loan and rental of A-V 
equipment, films and 
vidéocassettes, . their 
maintenance and reparation. 

Other ICC services include 
TV productions, VHS editing, 
reference information, graphic 
design and photography. 

"Videos are an effective 
teaching aid in areas that are us- 
ed in everything from plastic 
surgery to teaching deaf 
children. Management, and 
Social Work," explained John 
Roston, ICC's energetic 
Associate Director. 

"The ser^^ces we provide are 
basic to many sorts of instruc- 
tional activities," Roston said. 

According to Roston, "stu- 
dent use is zooming in all 
faculties. We're dealing in terms 
of thousands of loans of equip- 
ment." 

The ICC recommends makes 
and models to McGill depart- 
ments. It coordinates buying, 
and obtains volume discounts 
from suppliers. At present, tliis 
service is only available to 
McGill departments, but 
preliminary inquiries are being 
made towards extending it to 
students. 

Daniel Ling, a former Direc- 
tor of McGill's School of 
Human Communication 
Disorders has made good use of 
ICC services. Ling,. world- 
renowned for his research" in 
otolaryngology, devised a 
method of working with hearing 
impaired infants and children to 
integrate them into the 
mainstream educational system. 

In conjunction with the ICC, 
he aeated a series of five videos 
designed as an educational tool, 
and for professionals in the 
field. In particular, one of the 
videos presented the rationale 
and procedures set out by Ling 
for assessing the motor speech 
skills of hearing impaired 
children. 

This cooperative venture with 
the ICC provided Ling with a 
valuable medium through which 
his research could be populariz- 
ed and marketed throughout the 
world. Quality productions 
such as these enhance McGill's 
reputation and earn royalties 
for the professors involved.

Coalition manipulates 
speech at Concordia 

Freedom of speech is taking a beating at Concordia University. 
The freedom of speech and the right of assembly are basic civil liber- 
ties guaranteed by Charter of Rights and Freedoms to every Cana- 
dian citizen. On university campuses these rights are presumed 
sacred. Through the process of debate, protagonist and antagonist 
express their views, and knowledge is shared. 

Concordia University Students Union (CUSA), to honour the International Year 
of Peace, has planned a series of Monday evening seminars, beginning January 27, 
to investigate international issues obstructing peace, in an effort to find solutions. 
Someone, or some group, has been trying to prevent these seminars from talcing 
place. 

Initially sponsored by Concordia's Department of Political Science, the 
seminars will explore topics ranging from a nuclear-free world through peace in the 
Arab World to a three part dissection of International Terrorism, examining the 
causes, growth and control of this serious threat. 

A powerful international coalition has accused the University of sponsoring ter- 
rorism, and threatened to withdraw its support of Concordia's massive Capital 
Campaign fund-raising venture unless the Board of Governors agrees to cancel the 
seminars. 

The Department of Political Science dropped its hot potato, but ClJ.SAi the Stu- 
dent Organisation representing over 2S,000 students, has pick<Ml uiisppnsorship of 
the volatile seminars. "We are appalled at the attemptedMntcfferehce of outside 
forces over Campus activity," said Student Vice President Francois Desrosiers. 
"Any attempt to restrict the free flow of information represents an attack against 
the very freedoms that Canadian scholars and Canadian warriors have fought to 
establish and preserve. We will re-schedule the seminars. They most deflnitely will 
take place." 

McGill University has been having its problems over press freedoms. The Hillel 
Students Association has accused The McGIll Daily of bias against Israel in some 
of its recent issues, and is witholding advertising in the newspaper to express its 
disapproval. 

In Vancouver,, an organiser of the Canadian University Press (CUP) National 
Conference feU under pressure when she attempted to schedule anti-Zionist activist 
Mordecai Breenberg to speak on the difference between anti-semitism and anti- 
Zionism. 

The McGill Students Association has linked up with CUSA, and together they 
will be presenting the first of the seminars. Towards a Nuclear-free World. The 
seminar, in which a Soviet delegation will outline details of the Gorbachev Peace 
Plan, will take place today in the Union Buildig at 20h00. 

Beginning Monday February 10th and running for three consecutive Mondays, 
the three-part series examining International Terrorism will explore the political 
roots, the growth, the prevention and the control of terrorism. 

Neither Concordia students nor McGill students will be threatened. Although 
severe problems have necessitated the re-scheduling of the seminars, the show will 
go on.

U.S. advisers lighting' in Salvador 
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The Survey 

In an attempt to belter represent the views of the 
student body this semester, the Dally decided to do 
a survey to ask students what they wanted from the 
newspaper. In the midst of negotiating a rent, 
agreement with the McGill Students' Society 
(MSS), President James Green decided this survey 
would be useful in determining a suitable 'rent' for 
the Dally, He even said in the Tribune two weeks 
ago that the rent agreement would be contingent 
upon the results of the survey. 

The present lease with MSS comes up this May 
and MSS has made some unreasonable demands 
on the Daily in an effort to interfere with the 
freedom of our press. Given these conditions, the 
survey will bear heavy weight on the Daily's 
future. 

But, unfortunately, the survey will not be an ac- 
curate representation of McGill students' views 
concerning the newspaper. 

Originally, the survey was meant to be 
distributed to students at I.D. validation. Green 
assured us in December that he would arrange with 
the administration to have the survey distributed in 
this manner so it would be a fair and accurate poll 
of students' opinions. If this was the cose, each 
student could only fill out one survey and all 
McGill students would participate. It all fell 
through, however, and now the survey can hardly 
be seen as 'sdentific' 

MSS and the Daily are distributing the surveys 
at random. There is no systematic guarantee that 
one student will nil out only one computer card. 
Some students have come down to the Daily of- 
fices and grabbed 100 at a time. There is no system 
in place to match I.D. numbers with student 
names, so there Is nothing to prevent a student 
from filling out more than one. 

Since the surveys have not been distributed to 
every student at McGill, only those with strong 
enough opinions to make a special trip to the Dally 
or MSS offices will bother to fill one out. Just as 
those who hate the newspaper typically are the 
ones to write the letten (believe it or not, we get 
phone calls of praise), those who fill out the 
surveys will probably be, for the most part. Dally- 
haters. 



The original purpose of the survey was to solicit 
the opinions of those we never hear from — the 
silent majority that don't write letters to us, that 
don't phone us, that don't come down to talk to 
us. We want an accurate idea of what people think 
of the newspaper, what they want to see from it in 
the future, and any concrete Ideas for improve- 
ment they may have. 

But this is dependent upon all 20,000 of you par- 
ticipating in the survey by niling out a computer 
card and dropping it off at the Dally offices (room 
B^3, Union) or the MSS offices (Union lobby).

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Imagine a world where Jews, 
Catholics, Blacks, atheists, and 
non-heterosexuals are weeded 
out like crabgrass from a subur- 
ban lawn. This is the world that 
the Christian fundamentalists 
are striving for. 

The message of organized 
'religion has become increasingly 
pervasive in North America 
over the last decade. From stu- 
dent campuses to city airports, 
to government offices and lob- 
by groups, the extreme in- 
tolerance of Christian Fun- 
damentaltem is on a crusade to 
purify our 'sinful' society with 
hell-fire.^ 

In an age run by high- 
technology media, evangelicals 
and fundementalists have im- 
posed their excessive morality 
on millions. 

A Haven for Recruitment 
University campuses such as 
McGill's are home to scores of 
clubs, societies and religious 
organlzationSv As a transient 
group, students in university are 
in a relatively insular commun!» 
ty. They encounter a choice bet- 
ween keeping socially active, or 
remainbig anonymous amongst 
thousands of unfamiliar faces. 

However, as free as this en- 
vironment may seem, univer- 
sities often engender feelings of 
loneliness, alienation and isola- 
tion. Suddenly, students 
become an easy target for 
'cultic' and fundamentalist 
groups offering friendship, 
hospitality and spiritual or 
religious salvation. The friendly 
manner in which these groups 
approach people often conceals 
their motive. Loneliness or 
emotional suffering can often 
prevent someone from judging 
the sincerity of another's con- 
cern, so that it is not so easy to 
spot a cult member from far 
away. 

According to certain religious 
experts at McGill, there is a fme 
line between the recruitment 
tactics of 'cultic' groups and 
Christian fundamentalists. Said 
Julie Switaj, a Roman Catholic 
chaplain at McGill, "Religions 
offer a take-it-or-Ieave-it at- 
titude. Fundementalism, cults 
and other dogmatic groups, 
work on the psyche of the stu- 
dent or anyone who is generally 
insecure. 

"It offers an easy answer," 
Switaj said, "but vvho is asking 
the questions?" 

Switaj also emphasized cults 
don't start as extreme as they 
end up. "They tend to indoc- 
trinate, where religions educate, 
taking the more indirect 
aproach of the two," she add- 
ed. • 

Religious Studies professor 
Ed Furscha sees a certain 
danger in the ultra-conservative 
structure of Christian Fun- 
damentalism. "Intolerance has 
no place in McGill classrooms. 
But it should be allowed to be 
presented, " said Furscha. 

"What I question are the mis- 
sionary methods of fundamen- 
talism. They should go and wait 
for questions, not enforce them.: 



"Groups like these do more 
harm to Christianity than 
good," he added. 

More than a medium message 

Although fundamentalist 
groups (such as the 
Maranathas) do much of their 
recruitment on a personalized. 



ing to the narrow principles of 
fundamentalist faith. 

Support Your Local Jew, a 
booklet containing anti-Semitic 
material, was brought the atten- 
tion of the Anti-Defamation 
League (ADL). 

"If you're a Jew... Jesus 
wants to be your Lord an 
Messiah... Don't die in your 
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individual^ basis, the most visi- 
ble manifestation of fundamen- 
talism is the plethora of written 
material distributed world- 
wide. 

One of the foremost 
publishers of fundamentalist 
material is Jack T. Chick 
Publications of Chino, Califor- 
nia. Chick, a former illustrator 
for an aircraft company, pro- 
duces mainly comic-book style 
booklets. His booklets range in 
subject matter, but their 
message is clearly evangelical. 

Christ Is The Answer Inc., a 
Toronto-based non-profit 
organization, is Chick Publica- 
tion's Canadian distributor. 
Said the company's secretary 
"Over 15 million booklets have 
been distributed by Christ Is 
The Answer Inc. since 1970. 
They are printed in several 
languages, including Eskimo, 
(sic), and are based on the truth 
of the scriptures. 

"Through evangelicalism, 
they aim to expose all cults, in- 
cluding the biggest one of all: 
Catholicism, with its 700 
million followers," she said'. 

Since 1981, several of Chick's 
evangelical publications have 
come under attack in the com- 
mercial media for being anti- 
Catholic, anti-Semitic, anti- 
Christian, and for denouncing 



sins. ..Become a Messianic 
Jew," concludes thé booklet, 
implying that Jews hold 'incor- 
rect' and 'sinful' . religious 
beliefs. 

Chick's two part comic book 
series, Alberto, came under 
heavy litigation for their 
slanderous, anti-Catholic 
statonents. An October, 1981 
article in the Los Angeles 
Times, reported that the two 
Alberto comic i>obln^l}^fr?e^ 



contains the names ,,of.j^yery 
Protestant church memoerf^in 
preparation for a new Inqui^- 

tion; 

• The Roman Catholic Church, 
in union with Communists, 
Zionists and Masons controls 
world banking, commerce and 
the media; . 

• Catholic giris sleep with Pro- 
testant pastors to discredit and 
subvert Protestantism. 

The same report followed 
that in 1983, Chick Publications 
sent out a booklet entitled Are 
Roman Catholics Christians? 
accusing Roman Catholics, 
amongst other things, of being 
responsible for the Nazi 
Holocaust in World War Two. 

One contentious tract read: 
"It is a well documented fact 
that the Gestapo was run by the 
Jesuits, and that Hitler was a 
faithful Roman Catholic simply 
following the laws set forth in 
the Council of Trent." 

The Evangelical Marriage 
of Church and State 

Chick Publications is one ex- 
ample of the proselytizing 
nature of Christian fundamen- 
talism. There are thousands of 
devout fundamentalists, like 
Jack Chick, who spend their 
lives spreading their message to 
'sinners' and 'infidels' 
everywhere. 

Much of their spiritual 
'burden' is carried by the televi- 
sion and radio evangelists that 
reach millions at a time across 
the airwaves. According to a 
September 2, 1985 article in 
Time, approxiamately 1,000 of 
the 9,642 U.S. radio stations 
have a religious format, with 
the "vast majority of their pro- 
gramming being Evangelical or 
Fundamentalist in tone." The 
article also quoted a 1984 survey 
estimating regular viewers of 
television religious programs 
numbering more than 13 
million. 

Leading the charge^for^^the 
evangelists is Rev.-^-Jerry 
Falwell, whose Old Time 
Gospel Hour and Jerry Falwell 
Live are truismitted to 34 
million homes' via Ted Turner's 
cable-TV network every week. 

Falwell grew to prominence 
inj[?79^th^ theformtition of 
the Mbrafl^ajonri^SihM then.

Cross and TTie Big Betrayal, 
were banned by the Canadian 
Customs Excise Department 
due to their hateful and 
libellous remarks against 
Catholics. It was;the^first time 
the^^Canadian government used 
laws""'iuually levelled agianst 
pornography to ban material 
offensive on religious grounds. 

According to a June 20, 1981 
article in the Globe and Mail, 
the two booklets contained 
hateful anti-Catholic com- 
ments, such as: 

• Jesuit priests are trained as 
spies to infîltrate. and. subvert 
Protestant churches;

Falwell has forged a strong and 
loyal following. He advocates 
legislation against abortion, 
Gay and Lesbian rights, and 
equal rights for women. Under 
the guise of 'decency' his ideas 
are racist, Dispensationalist (a 
foreign policy relating world 
events to biblical prophecy) and 
favour the abolition of secular 
and 'humananist' schooling. 

Most notable is ' Falwell's 
Liberty University, a 3,500 
student-strong Baptist college in 
Lynchberg, Virginia. According 
to a Group Research Report 
from May 1985, "students pay 
$6,000 a year in tuition, and 
that -the school has erected 33 



buildings.^ at; a cost of $30 
million tmd will build more." 

Group Research also reports 
that at Liberty University, 
Falwell has on file 4.5 million 
indexed items tracking the 
movements of members in 
left /liberal organizations. The 
nies were obtained from The 
Church League of America, 
headed by Rev. H. Edward 
Rowe, who has worked for the 
closely-based American Securi- 
ty Council. 

Included with the files Rowe 
transfered from League offices 
to the University, was his per- 
sonal statement saying: "Liber- 
ty University is anti-communist, 
anti-socialist, anti-humanist, 
anti-National Council of Chur- 
ches, strongly Christian, pro- 
American pro-freedom and 
patriotic." 

Group Research Report also 
estimates that there are "53 
million born-again Christians" 
who could support another 
strongly conservative, tradi- 
tionalist candidate — like 
Reagan — in the 1988 U.S. 
presidential elections. 

However, the. strongest 
weight the fundamentalists 
carry in Washington will be on 
President Reagan's Federal 
judicial appointments. With 
lobby groups such as the Moral 
Majority fighting for anti- 
abortion laws and mandatory 
prayer in school, Reagan's per- 
manent appointments, if he is 
further influenced, could in the 
long-term be severely detrimen- 
tal to' U.S. civil liberties . 

For example, according to the 
June, 1985 Group Research 
Report Herbert Ellingwood, 
head of the U.S. Office of Legal 
Policy (a govenrmental body 
which recommends judicial ap- 
pointments) was previously in- 
volved with the right-wing 
American Coalition for Tradi- 
tional Values (ACTV). ACTV is 
headed by Dr. Tim La Haye, 
president of the Council for 
Legal policy, the top coalition 
of conservatives in the U.S.. 
The ACTV developed, says the 
report "a Christian 'talent 
bank' of conservative fun- 
damentalists for federal jobs." 

Ellwood is also a personal 
friend of U.S. Attorney- 
General Edwin Meese. 
The Honeymoon of 

Fundamentalists and Cults 

Whether it be a libellous com- 
ic book, or a lobby' group in 
Washington, D.C., Christian 
Fundamentalism is on the rise in 
our society. We view the Fun- 
damentalists as only a group of 
religious extreniists, while readi- 
ly dismissing the more publiciz- 
ed cults. 

The January, 1986, issue of 
Mother Jones publicized a letter 
from Dr. Tim La Haye to Sun 
Yung Moon, who has just been 
released from prison on charges 
of perjury and tax evasion. His 
group and Moon's have a lot in 
common, runs the main seti- 
ment in La Hayes letter; the two 
should come together to share 
their similarities. 

Such conferences have 
already happened, attracting 
thousands of delegates.

Football programme under scrutiny

i McOill's athletic department 
is currently conducting, an in- 
depth review of its ' inter- 
collegiate football progranune. 
I "It's a first (for McOiU)," 
divulged Bob Dubeau, Athletics 
Director. "If it's successful, 
then it is certainly something 
that we will want to do in other 
activities," he added. 
- There are two separate 
reviews taking place. The 
athletic department has com- 



missioned three people to in- 
vestigate from within the 
department. Simultaneously, 
an external review is being con- 
ducted by Darwin Semotiuk, 
Director of Athletics at the 
University of Western Ontario. 

McGill Head Coach Charlie 
Baillie expressed surprise that 
the athletics department would 
use an external source for a 
review before using people from 
within the university. 

"Internal reviews from peers 
plus an external review from 



somebody outside the university 
is very important," said 
Dubeau. 

Coach Baillie said that if the 
objectives of the review are 
positive then its a good idea. 
"I'm hoping and expecting that 
it'll raise some major problems 
that we have and they will be 
corrected. Maybe the university 
will develop a greater committ- 
ment towards the football pro- 
gramme." 

He said the programme is just 
getting over the effects of losing 



virtually his entire coaching 
staff two years, ago, most of 
whom quit due to McGill's rigid 
admission standards, which 
refused hundreds of borderline 
candidates. 

"We did not have a good year 
(in football) and we wanted to 
know if there were some things 
that we could change to im- 
prove," noted Dubeau. "To 
come back and say 'hey, let's 
change our coach' — that's not 
what the review was set up for." 

Dubeau said the decision on 



whether or not to make the 
review's findings public has not 
yet been made. The report's rec- 
comendations will be presented 
at an athletics board meeting on 
February 14.
